Lack of Science in Rate Making. 

The lack of in rate making has 
been the greatest drawback to successful fire 
insurance organization. Affiliated companies 
have never been in a position to establish a 
“cost” rate, and this has been their weakness, 
Recently they planned an increase in the tar- 
iff on specified classes, known to have been 
producing a loss, and less than two dozen 
companies submitted their experience, upon 
which to base the rates for this most impor- 
tant move. The flat or horizontal adyance has 
been passed over in considering rate increases

as a measure too drastic to be feasible. It has 
seen its day. 
The flat advance has heretofore been the 


underwriter’s weapon, and dangerous because 
of its reactionary qualities. No one knew 
when it might explode. And so schedule rat- 
ings—a newer and more modern implement 

It is yet crude 
and is not based upon scientific principles.

Loss Ratio an Uncertain Quantity. 


The loss ratio is the greatest element in 
fire underwriting because of its very uncer 
tainty. It cannot be depended upon from 


year to year, but goes out of all proportion 
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profit making basis on the same rate. The 
question is wholly one of rate to risk to loss. 
For two years the loss has been abnormal—or 
at least considered—while the rate to 
amount at risk has been at a minimum. The 
general classes, too, have been suffering in 
the greatest proportion, which leads to the 
often expressed sentiment that the union 
or affiliated companies have been greater suf- 
ferers by the loss in 1900 than the affiliated 
or non-union companies. 

For the last two months, however, there 
has been an improvement in the loss ratio, and 
some of those that were feeling the hard times 
most severely are beginning to breathe freely 
again. As near underwriters can figure 
it, the turning point in the loss account for 
western agency companies August

Separation Status at the Present Time. 

In reviewing the situation and discussing 
the various phases of the business with man- 
agers of both union and non-union companies, 
it develops that the separation sentiment, 
while growing slowly, is not being pushed 
with the persistency it was at first. Last 
spring separation was given a big boom by 
the managers of a few union companies, who 
had instructed their specials to force it where- 
ever possible. 

Separation is still going on, and will un- 
doubtedly continue to move forward until the 
two forces are lined up against each other 
in battle array. There bitterness in 
the non-union camp over separation than a 
year ago; the managers have accepted it as 
a condition. Non-union companies admit the 
loss of business in classification; union man- 
agers glory in an improvement in the preferred 
account, but say that it is in a measure offset 
by the increased expense. 


Conditions in Anti-Compact States.

No doubt the most chaotic conditions are 
to be found in the anti-compact States and in 
a few of the large cities. Of the latter Chi- 
cago, Louisville and Milwaukee may be said 
to be in pretty fair condition, while Cleveland, 
Cincinnati and Louisville are badly in need 
of regulation of both rates and commissions. 
But the effort to place the large cities upon 
a firmer footing will hardly be attempted until 
the non-union companies agree upon some 
common platform, and this day is far distant. 

Taking the anti-compact States as a whole, 
the rates are in bad condition. In Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Missouri and Ohio the tariff is not 
being observed, except as a guide by which 
to cut the rate, and there is no possibility 
of co-operation in the face of the stringent 
legislation. About all one manager dares at- 
tempt when a cut rate comes in is to ask 
his confreres if they are on the risk and at 
what rate, notifying them finally that he has 
decided to cancel if the tariff is not secured. 
A few managers conscientiously refuse every 
rate offered at less than tariff, but the major- 
ity class this act as suicidal and decline to 
be a party to the loss of business while there 
is the least shadow of hope of rates taking 
an upward shift. In Ohio the agents are or- 
ganizing and bringing up the standard a bit, 
but in the majority of cases the feeling among 
the company managers and the special agents 
spreads to the agents, and they are careless 
about trying to secure the top-notch rate 
when certain that they can get the risk written 
at the cut. Competition is the great bug- 
bear in anti-compact States, and it is used 
for many illegitimate purposes.

MANY UNDERGROUNDERS IN OHIO. 


Unuathorized Companies Are Flooding the 
State Seeking Business from Agents, Many 
of Whom Are Getting Into Trouble. 





Ohio at the present time seems the prowling 
ground for a score of “underground” fire in 
surance companies, and agents dealing with 


these concerns are liable to get into difficultie Ss 


The assured may 


give an agent the power of 
attorney to place his insurance, and by this 
method the agent can escape the law dealing 
with representatives of unauthorized compa 
nies. 

In case of loss, the assured will have to 
run his chances of getting his claim paid 
Some of the concerns have no money at all, 
others pay what they can out of the premium 
receipts. 

There is considerable surplus business in 


Ohio now, owing to lines being cut down or 





canceled on account of low rates. The first 
idea of the assured is to try to get it placed 
at the old rate, and these unlicensed conipa- 


nies are sought, and usually take the business. 

An agent owes something to a client, and in 
attempting to foist unlicensed concerns on him, 
certainly violates a fundamental principle of 
ethics. Most insurants rely on the judgment 
of agents, and the agent should see to it that 
the companies in which he places a line are 
sound and reputable. 

The subjoined list of concerns has been 
listed by the Ohio insurance department as 
seeking business in the State, and they are not 
licensed. They have no standing in their home 
States, and an insurant takes heavy chances by

NEW RATES FOR FR FRATERNAL ORDERS. 


Endorsed at Insurance Commissioners’ Conven- 
tion They May Become Operative. 


It would appear that the table of rates 
adopted by the National Fraternal Congress 
wili finally become operative. They were 


indorsed at the Insurance Commissioners’ 
Convention at Hartford some weeks ago, and 
an attempt will now be made to have legisla 
tion enacted in the various States, compelling 
orders to charge at least these rates. 

The difficulty which the old orders have 


to face is the competition of new orders, which 
for a few years are able‘ to furnish protection 








at a very much lower rate. The rates are 
somewhat lower than the net rate based on 
the American Experience Table and four 
per cent interest. All expense dues must be 
charged, in addition to those, and no sur 
render values will be allowed 
It is also understood that the face of th 
policy decreases on a sliding scale after the 
risk attains old age. It believed the rates 
are adequate, with the conditions attached 
and a first-class medical selection assured 
They are as follows, the net rates, 4 per cent 
reserve American, being given tor comparison 
Nat'l Frat, American lx- 
Congress perience 4 
Age Annual, Monthly.

The “Review” very emphatically declares 


against the “lien” plan in dealing with sub- 
standard business. According to this method 
the face of the policy is scaled at death, the 
lien growing less each year. In speaking of 
“Review 


this plan, the says: 
Under this plan, the company practically re 
ceived for current mortality and expenses, the 


equivalent of the full loading on a level premiuin, 
plus the difference between the mortality charged 
for insurance equal to the face of the policy, less 


the reserve, and the mortality charge for the 
net insurance actually furnished under this con- 
tract. This business was thus reported to the 
insurance department. In effect, this gave the 
company more for mortality during the earlier 
years; and it can only be justified upon the as- 
sumption, that the risk tended to improve. Its 
application, therefore, to all eases was perhaps 
unscientific. On this account and also on account 


of the unwillingness of some applicants to receive 


such policies, the companies have in many cases 
permitted the insured to pay an extra premium, 
and to be insured for the full amount. Usually, 
though not always, this extra premium is paya- 


ble for the same period as the original premium. 


Under that system, of course, provision is made 
for mortality, higher than the tabular through 
out the entire life of the policy. 

Very recently and without public attention 
being called to it, the Massachusetts department 
has ruled that contracts issued upon the lien 
plan will no longer be permitted in that State. 
We are not certain as to the exact position the 
department took, as we only know the result of 
its attitude, which is that the company, as to 
which the question was brought up, has aban- 
doned the lien plan entirely. It now writes those 
policies which provide for an increasing insur 


ance for a term of years and thereafter level, by 


providing definitely that a certain amount is to 
be paid, if the insured dies the first year, and 
that the amount to be paid in event of death, 
each subsequent year, shall be inereased by the 
premium paid, until the amount thus payable is 
equal to the face of the policy. Such a contract 
is presumably valued as a level premium insur 
ance for a certain sum, increasing for a certain 
number of years by a given amount, and then 
remaining level. In this form, it is somewhat 
questionable, whether agents. will find the plan 
so easy to sell, and in view of its other dis 
advantages, it may be that it will be largely 
discarded for the system of rating up, which 
seems indeed to be better adapted to a large

to grading the risks, so that it is usually neces- 
sary to submit the lives anyhow. The plan of 


rating up offers opportunities for more successful 


discrimination than perhaps any other; and we 
shall be surprised, in view of the large amount 
of data already collected to determine the prin 
ciples upon which this system should be carried 
out, if it is not pretty generally adopted. 
Moreover, we understand that the insurance 
departments are far more favorable to it, both 
because of the fact that under it there is little 
chance for misunderstanding on the part of the 
insured, and also because there is no dispute as 
to how such policies should be valued. The re 
served charged against them, are simply the 
ordinary reserves, on a policy at the assumed 
age. On the other hand, there has been a ques 
as to the proper basis for valuation of 
es with liers against them from the very 
inning, and if such policies should be valued 
already set forth, the plan will give no more 
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provision for losses the first year than in sub 
sequent years, nor, in fact, so much, because the 


cost of insurance the first year will be confined 
to the tabular cost of the actual insurance fur- 
nished. Indeed, that system of valuation destroys 
almost entirely the value of the lien plan in 
practice. 

It is an open secret that when Mr. F. W. 


Frankland, who was for many years the actuary 
and manager of the State Insurance Department 


of New Zealand, an insurance office which does 
business on the old line plan, and insures many 
impaired lives, was brought to America to be 
associate actnary of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, he was set at work to devise a 
plan for handling impaired lives. He was ac- 


customed mainly to the system of rating up, and 
favored it; although, upon examination, it ap- 
peared, its usefulness in making a comparatively 


slight distinction might not be so great in 
America as in New Zealand, because more lives 
were here accepted as_ select. His personal 
preferences were overruled, in his own judgment 
as well as that of his associates, by considera- 
tions of field management, and the assumed 
necessity of an agent being able in advance to 
put a definite policy before the insured, at a 
premium not higher than he expected to pay 
at his own age. There appears to be reason to 
suspect that, while this was advisable at that 
time, it may in the future be abandoned, at 
least in part, for the system of rating up to a 


higher age, if not by that company, in any event 
by others.

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INTERESTING POINT INVOLVED IN LIFE CASE. 
A life insurance case that may be the means 
of deciding a very important point at law ap- 


pears on the docket of the Kenton Circuit 
Court, at Covington, Kenton County, Ken- 
tucky. On October 27, Chester W. Butter- 


worth and wife filed suit against the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society to compel it to issue a 
paid-up policy on his life, payable at death to 
his wife. 


Investigation shows that on May 20, 1884, 
Butterworth took out an ordinary life, semi- 
tontine policy in the Equitable for $2,500, an- 
nual premium, $52.33: age, 27 

The policy contained the condition that if at 
any time after three annual premiums had been 
paid the assured failed to pay the premium 
when due, by surrendering the policy and mak 
ing application to the within 
months after such failure to pay premium, a 
new paid-up policy would be issued in the 
amount that the legal (New York 
Standard) on the policy at such time would 
purchase as a single premium. The plaintiff 
avers that the premiums were paid on the pol 
icy until May, 1892, a period of eight years; 
that in June, 1896, and at various times since 
he offered to surrender the policy for a paid 
up policy, but the company refused to issue one, 
and now brings suit to require the company to 
issue the paid-up policy. 

The company, of course, takes the ground 
that not having demanded the paid-up polic: 
within six months after failure to meet the 
premium due, but having waited four years 
before doing so, under the conditions of the 
contract it was relieved from further obliga 
tion in the matter. The paid-up policy wouid 
probably have amounted to about $500. It 
would seem that in equity the policyholder hav 
ing paid his premiums for eight years, 
be entitled to some return, even though 
had through ignorance ot 
lected to apply for his paid-up insurance for 
four instead of doing 
months. But there must 
to a contract of this kind. 

It would no more than just that a 
company should notify a policyholder under a 
contract of this kind, during the six months’ 
period, that a paid-up policy would be issued, 
and if the Equitable took no such action in this 
case, it may be that the court will not uphold 
the policy conditions on this point. It i 
very important point and the outcome will be 
watched with considerable interest.

The trouble between these gentlemen dates 
back to the time the stockholders of the 
newly organized Provident Surety of San 
Francisco were induced to transfer their sub- 
scriptions to the New Amsterdam Casualty. 
At that time George Pratt and F. Greene, 
previously promoters of the Provident, were 
made respectively home office auditor and 
Pacific Coast manager of the New Amster- 
dam, 

There has constant friction between 
these men and Vice-president Chase of the 
New Amsterdam, and a crisis was reached 
when Auditor Pratt and Manager Hart issued 
circulars bitterly attacking Mr. Chase and 
other officers of the company, and charged 
them with mismanagement, inasmuch as they 
had made costly experiments in insurance 
fields hitherto untried, had been extravagant 
in management and had retained money for 
organization expenses. 

As a result of Manager Hart’s circular let- 
ter to the directors, urging the removal of 
Mr. Chase, Mr. Pratt has been suspended. 

Commissioner Clunie of California, who is 
in New York to examine the company, is also 
said to have written a letter scoring the Chase 
management and threatened to 
company’s California license.

THE ILLINOIS CASUALTY LAW. 

The full opinion of the Illinois Supreme 
Court on the casualty law of the State has 
been received, and it is found that the court 
does not declare any part of the law uncon- 
stitutional, but simply states that any domes- 
tic company organized under the law can do 
any or all the five classes of casualty insur- 
ance as stipulated, if it has the proper capital, 
and this being allowed a domestic company, 
the same applies to corporations of other 
States. According to the original interpreta- 
tion of the law, newly admitted companies 
had to chose between two parts of the cas- 
ualty law and write only the classes of busi- 
allowed under each. The court con 

this part of the law to mean that a 
company can do all forms of casualty insur 
ance named in the entire 
section is: 

“Our construction of the act is, that domes- 
tic companies, or companies organized under 
the act of April 21, 1890, are authorized to 
transact all of the Kinds of insurance business 
mentioned in Section 1.
